The topic of the Town of 
Fort Erie's external legal 
counsel in defense of a state¬ 
ment of claim that has been 
filed over the Bay Beach issue 
has dominated the discus¬ 
sion in the council chambers 
for the second week in a row. 

Last week, debate was 
heard over whether or not the 
municipality should retain 
additional legal experts in the 
case, before it was explained 
by solicitor Heather Salter 
that she is permitted through 
a by-law, to go ahead and 
hire outside counsel, an 
action that has already been

cil-in-committee, a motion 
was made by Ward 4 Coun. 
John Hill, for staff to provide 
an amount that the Town 
could potentially spend dur¬ 
ing the latest legal process.

"Without us understand¬ 
ing what it might cost, it's us 
not being respectful of the 
ratepayers," said Hill. 

Salter responded by saying 
at this point in the process, it 
is basically impossible to 
produce a figure because 
there are so many contribut¬ 
ing factors that could impact 
the amount that needs to be 
allocated to the case. 

"I cannot tell you at this 
stage what the potential costs 
will be," said Salter. 

"Obviously these things 
depend very much on how 


the litigation is conducted. It 
would not be appropriate for 
me to pull some sort of num¬ 
ber out of the air." 

If a spending limit were to 
be set, Salter said it could 
have a negative impact on 
the Town's representation if 
the litigation process is a 
lengthy one. 

The Town needs to be 
equipped for battle, she basi¬ 
cally said. 

"It's not like we can say 
we're going home because 
we don't have enough

was irate over the discussion 
and said councillors need to 
trust the advice being given 
by Salter, that there is no way 
of arriving at a price tag at 
this stage of the game. 

"Whether you like it or not, 
we have an obligation to 
defend the rights of this 
municipality, whatever the 
costs might be," said Martin. 

Hill took exception to fur¬ 
ther comments from Martin 
about whether or not mem¬ 
bers of council have faith in 
Salter's ability, saying the 
reason behind his motion is 
merely to pinpoint a cost. 

"It is not suggesting in any 


way, shape or form that our 
legal counsel does not have 
the expertise to work with 
outside counsel or to work 
on this matter individually," 
said Hill. 

"What is this going to 
cost?" 

Martin re-iterated com¬ 
ments made by himself and 
Salter earlier, that an amount 
is impossible to reach. 

"She will do what is neces¬ 
sary to defend the rights of 
the people of Fort Erie," said 
Martin. 

Ward 2 Coun. Rick Shular 
said if local taxpayers are 
really the reason why this 


motion was brought forward, 
then convincing the parties 
and individuals who contin¬ 
ually oppose the develop¬ 
ment at Bay Beach, a 12- 
storey condominium on the 
south side of Erie Road, to 
admit defeat and stop filing 
for litigation against the 
Town should be the next 

"If members of council are 
genuinely concerned about 
dollars that will be spent on 
defense, it certainly would be 
my position that you should 
meet with your constituents 
and advocate the opponents 
to stop this frivolous non¬ 


sense," said Shular. 

Hill said he understands 
the statement of claim needs 
to be defended, but was per¬ 
sistent in requesting a dollar 
amount be given. 

"I respectfully ask that we 
move forward and try to get 
this number. It's a pretty 
basic question," he said. 

Once the nearly hour-and- 
a-half debate wrapped up, 
council voted in favour of 
requesting Salter to prepare a 
report on potential costs the 
defense will create, despite 
her repeatedly saying at the 
meeting that no figure can be 
calculated at the moment. 


Lawyer confident with statement of claim 


The lawyer leading the 
charge in a statement of claim 
filed over the Crystal Beach 
project is saying it will hold 
water, when it is brought to 
the Ontario Superior Court of 
Justice. 

"We believe we'll be suc¬ 
cessful," said John Keenan, 
the lawyer representing seven 
plaintiffs who have 
declared the pur¬ 
chase and sale 
agreement in the 
private-public part- 


between the Town and the

When Keenan was asked 


about opinions of whether 
or not the beach will 
remain public, he admitted 
"the beach will still be 
there," but it is possible in 
his estimation that this 
could only be a precedent 
for other projects, similar 
to this one. 

"It's a precursor for more 
future development in that 
area," he said. 

The Town has regularly 
insisted the beach will 
remain in public hands, 
responding to many claims 
around the community that 
the waterfront will eventu¬ 
ally become privatized, 
with less opportunity for 
residents and visitors to 
enjoy it during the summer. 

"It's going to be 
encroached upon and 
access is going to be greatly 
reduced," said Keenan.

When you imply that

The motion made by 
Ward 4 Coun. John Hill to 
instruct the Town solicitor 
to calculate an upset limit 


of costs the Town will be 
faced with when defending 
a statement of claim filed 
over the condo project, cer¬ 
tainly has plenty of merit. 

That's one of the first 
questions that should be 
asked and he did. Good for 

But when the Town 
solicitor explains thor¬ 
oughly why she can't 
crunch a specific number, it 
should have been left at 
that. 

I wasn't counting, but I 
think she answered the 
question about how much 
it will cost somewhere 
around five or six times. 
Literally. 

Every time, she basically 
said that it would be irre¬ 
sponsible of her to provide 
council with a number. 


because if she did, it would 
only be her pulling it out of 
the air. 

She's a professional and 
knows what she's talking 
about. When will this be 
understood? 

Without writing the 
same column as last week, I 
want to assess the situation 
here for our readers. 

Over two months ago, 
solicitor Heather Salter, 
along with other Town 
staff, warned that the 
municipality could be 
faced with a multi-million 
dollar lawsuit if the con¬ 
tract that held together the 
Crystal Beach Gateway 
Project were to be broken. 

Council sought a second 
opinion and Salter was 
proven to know what she's 
talking about. 


Then last week, mem¬ 
bers around the horseshoe 
didn't want to her to hire 
outside legal counsel, 
because they remarkably 
had a second wind and felt 
she was the person for the 
job and that she doesn't 
need any assistance. 

Then a by-law was 
brought to their attention, 
that says the Town's legal 
department is permitted to 
retain outside legal counsel 
when the municipality is 
being faced with litigation. 

At this Monday's meet¬ 
ing, Coun. Hill was not sat¬ 
isfied with the answer he 
was given, but still left his 
motion on the table. 

Now, Salter will come 
back with a report that is 
supposed to explain what 
potential costs are for the 


defense. 

She already made this 
very clear! 

So, the glitch in this 
motion that I see is that I 
have no idea whether or 
not some members of 
council really do have faith 
in Salter, or whether they 
just said they did in 
attempt to lessen the 
expertise when defending 
the statement of claim on 
the Town's behalf 

You trust her, but when 
she tells you that a figure 
can't be reached, and the 
answer you were hoping 
for isn't given, we're back 
at square one... some mem¬ 
bers of council acting as if 
they know more about law 
than a lawyer. 

I don't go to the dentist 
and ask to see inside his 


mouth and check for cavi- 
ties...because I know noth¬ 
ing about dentistry, other 
than how important it is to 
floss. 

I totally understand 
where Hill was initially 
coming from and like I said 
earlier, this was an impor¬ 
tant question to ask. 

But when it's clear that 
councillors are becoming 
flustered that the plan to 
put a cap on the costs for 
the legal defense is becom¬ 
ing less of a possibility, 
which would only help the 
opposition if the court pro¬ 
ceedings do end up being 
rather lengthy, I simply 
don’t know what to say 
anymore.

For Lockwood, it has result¬

Now, some of her clients 
have resorted to pulling onto 
the curb, but there are some 
she hasn't seen since the 
reconstruction was complet¬ 
ed.
